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Governor’s Race a Real Contest; 
Other State Posts Are Shoo-ins

The hottest contest in next 
Tuesday’s election is the race for 
Governor of Maryland. Polls 
have been showing incumbent 
Governor Parris Glendening, 
Democrat, and challenger Ellen 
Sauerbrey, Republican, running 
neck and neck. Unless a large 
block of voters is swayed one 
way or another in the last few 
weeks, the contest promises to be 
a repeat of the 1994 general elec- 
tion when Glendening, by a nar- 
row margin, edged out Sauerbrey 
for his first term in office. 

Besides the closeness of the 
race, many of the issues raised by 
the candidates are reminiscent of 
the last campaign. Sauerbrey 
once again is keying her platform 
to a cut in state taxes. In 1994, 
she proposed a 24% cut. Since 
then, Glendening and the legisla- 
ture have cut taxes 10%. 

Now Sauerbrey wants to cut 
taxes more to achieve her original 
24% goal. In an appeal to senior 
citizens, she proposes to reduce 
the tax on pensions so that retir- 
ees are not forced, she says, to 
move to other states with better 
tax. benefits for seniors. 
Glendening charges that it would 
be fiscally irresponsible to cut 
taxes unless state revenues in- 
crease sufficiently to warrant a 
reduction, as was the case when 
the 10% cut took place. 

Business Interests 

Sauerbrey charges Glendening 

with not doing enough to im- 


prove the business climate in 
Maryland, although the state 
economy, as well as the nation’s, 
has been doing quite well during 
the incumbent’s first term. She 
has attracted a number of busi- 
ness people to support her cam- 
paign and, in_ particular, 
Glendening’s former economic 
development secretary, James T. 
Brady.

Brady quit his post after 
Glendening came out against the 
Intercounty Connector (ICC), the 
proposed. new highway to cross 
mid-Montgomery County from I- 
270 to 1-95 near Laurel. This 
highway is unpopular with many 
area residents, including many 
Greenbelters, who fear it will 
channel traffic to a proposed ex- 
tension of Kenilworth Avenue and 
then into Greenbelt. However, 
Glendening’s withdrawal of sup- 
port angered many in the busi- 
ness community. 

While still opposed to the ICC 
as proposed, Glendening has soft- 
ened his opposition somewhat by 
saying that he could support an- 
other road if a satisfactory route 
could be found. . 

Glendening, a former teacher, 
cites his record in office, in par- 


School Board Candidates 
Attend Forum at ERHS

The Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) PTSA sponsored 
a school board candidates forum 
on October 21 at the school. 
Candidates from both District 2, 
which includes Greenbelt, and 
District 5, which includes Bowie, 
were featured as both areas have 
large numbers of ERHS students. 
Nancy Boardman, PTSA vice 
president, was the coordinator of 
the meeting. Cheye Calvo and 
Jim Henderson are running for 
the District 2 seat being vacated 
by retiring school board member 
Suzanne Plogman. Although 
Robert Callahan and Kenneth Fox 
were present, representing the 
race in District 5, this report will 
address District 2 (Greenbelt) 
only. Each candidate gave a 
brief opening statement followed 
by questions from an audience of 
about 50 people. 

Candidate Jim Henderson de- 
scribed his idea for a “partnership 
for success” which will bring to- 
gether members of the commu- 
nity into an oversight committee 
of teachers, parents, and commu- 
nity members. The key is to en- 
courage parents and those in the 
community with no children to 
take an interest in education. He 
wants to “engage the disengaged” 


and “excite the apathetic.” 
Henderson seeks to improve com- 
munication to keep people in- 
formed; improve school involve- 
ment and remarket the OASIS 
program; and improve safety, by 
emphasizing that discipline begins 
at home. 

Cheye Calvo, second to speak, 
recounted growing up in Prince 
George’s County and attending 
Greenbelt Middle School. Calvo 
stated that he wants “to restore 
public trust in public education” 
and “make neighborhood schools 
work.” He indicated that the 
county teacher student ratio is 
among the worst in the state. He 
seeks to hire more teachers and 
raise teacher salaries. He would 
like to try to have students re- 
main in the same cluster of 
schools for all twelve grades. 
Calvo also proposes a “commu- 
nity board for each school” which 
would oversee the progress and 
activities of that school. 

Questions and Answers 

Many questions were related 
to special interests of those 
present. With two exception, that 
of the French Immersion Program 
at Greenbelt Middle School and 
wiring temporary classrooms for 
the Internet, the questions did not

ticular the large sums of money 
provided for new schools and 
education, including bringing 
techneclogy into the classroom 
and getting back to basics. He 
points to his concern for the en- 
vironment, including his quick 
action to deal with the problem 
of Pfisteria in Maryland tidal wa- 
ters and his Smart Growth pro- 
grams. He has also been a 
strong voice in opposition to 
gambling. 

Sauerbrey cites her career as a 
teacher and proposes teaching 
phonics to improve reading in the 
schools and hiring 1,001 new 
teachers by 2002. 

Attacks 

Each candidate has attacked 
the other’s record in office and 
criticized the opponent for run- 
ning a negative campaign. 
Glendening has emphasized 
Sauerbrey’s role as a legislator in 
opposing gun control and envi- 
ronmental regulations, and in sup- 
porting anti-abortion legislation. 

Sauerbrey has _ attacked 
Glendening for providing state 
funding to the new football stadi- 
ums in Baltimore and Prince 
George’s County and for leaving 
Prince George’s County facing a 
large deficit when he left office 
there as county executive to be- 
come governor. During the cam- 
paign Sauerbrey has moderated 
her stand on many positions since 
1994, to give her a softer image. 
She has succeeded in getting a

Candidates in State, Local 
Contests Show Optimism

Elections in non-presidential 
years often generate little public 
interest, with low voter turnout 
the norm. But this year’s mid- 
term election could prove other- 
wise for Maryland, judging by 
the considerable press and public 
attention to the heated gubernato- 
rial race. (See separate article.) 

In addition to voting for gov- 
ernor next Tuesday, November 3, 
Greenbelters will be electing can- 
didates for a handful of statewide 
posts, as well as for the U.S. 
Congress, the Maryland state leg- 
islature, and several county-level 
offices. During the primary this 
past September, voter turnout in 
Greenbelt plummeted to an all- 
time low: Only 19.9% of regis- 
tered Greenbelt voters bothered to 
go to the polls. County-wide 
only 26% of voters turned out. 

For the office of State Comp- 
troller, former governor William 
Donald Schaefer (D) is expected 
to win the post easily over certi- 
fied public accountant Larry 
Epstein, the GOP candidate. 
Similarly, Joseph Curran, Jr. (D) 
is heavily favored over challenger 
Paul Rappaport (R) to win reelec- 
tion as Attorney General, the of- 


fice Curran has held for the last — 


12 years. 

One of Maryland’s two U.S. 
Senate seats is up for election 
this year (Senator Paul Sarbanes 
(D) was reelected two years ago). 
Having first won her seat in 
1986, Senator Barbara Mikulski 
(D) is vying with retired physi- 
cian Ross Pierpont (R) for a third 
term. Mikulski is expected to 
win reelection handily. 

For the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives, Greenbelters will 
choose between incumbent Steny 


Hoyer (D) and Robert Ostrom 
(R), businessman and former 
county attorney, to represent the 
sth Congressional District. The 
power of incumbency will likely 
prevail. Hoyer is expected to be 
reelected to a ninth term, despite 
Ostrom’s attempts to highlight 
Hoyer’s close working relation- 
ship with President Clinton — a 
campaign strategy that appears to 
be backfiring on many GOP can- 
didates around the country. 
State Legislature 

Looking toward Annapolis, 
long-time Senator Leo Green (D) 
is unopposed in his reelection bid 
to represent the 23" legislative 
district in the Maryland Senate, 
which includes Greenbelt and 
Bowie. Meanwhile, in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, Delegates Mary 
Conroy, James Hubbard, and Joan 
Pitkin — all Democrats — seek 
to retain their seats. All three 
tout their legislative record in 
education, the environment and 
health care as they face two rela- 
tively unknown Republican chal- 
lengers — Joseph Braswell, Sr., 
and Paul Tucker. Like other in- 
cumbents, the Hubbard-Conroy- 
Pitkin triumvirate is expected to — 
win reelection. 

At the county level, both 
County Executive Wayne Curry 
(D) and  Greenbelt-Bowie 


‘councilmember Audrey Scott (R- 


District 4) are unopposed in the 
general election. For Curry, edu- 
cation and economic growth are 
the top issues facing Prince 
George’s.. The sole Republican 
on the county council; Scott is 
also concerned about the quality 
of public education in the county. 
She also advocates a reduction in 
the county’s piggyback tax from

Community Oriented Policing 
Helps Reduce Crime Here

True or false? Mail carriers 
are the number one source of tips 
about crime in the community. 
Who has the higher divorce 
rate--police officers who get mar- 
ried after becoming officers or 
those who marry before joining 
the force? Who ts authorized to 
order wiretaps? During week 
two of the citizen’s police acad- 
emy the answers to these and 
other questions were discussed, 
Community Oriented Policing 

Community oriented policing 
is being used by more and more 
police departments to enhance 
traditional policing. With tradi- 
tional policing, an officer re- 
sponds to a call, makes a report, 
and charges the suspect. This 
basically treats the symptom. 
Community policing goes a step 
or two further by treating the 
cause of the problem whenever 
possible, not just the symptom. It 
requires cooperation and support 
as the police, the public and com- 
munity organizations work to- 





gether to find solutions. 

Take domestic abuse as an ex- 
ample. With traditional policing, 
police are repeatedly called back 
to the same address, where a usu- 
ally battered and bruised woman 
would again and again refuse to 
file charges and continue to stay 
See CITIZENS ACADEMY, pg.

City Needs Parkside 


Although no longer living 
among you, my heart still be- 
longs to Greenbelt. From the fall 
of 1964 to the fall of 1994, my 
family and I were your fellow 
citizens. We had five residences 
within the city: Lakeside North, 5 
and 65 courts of Ridge, our home 
in Boxwood, and ending our 
Greenbelt years at Charlestowne 
North Apartments. (Then we 
moved to Germany — but that’s 
another story.) 

We stayed in Greenbelt for all 
those years because we loved it. 
It offered us a place to start own- 
ing within our means, and the 
opportunity to move upward in 
size and value. It was a great 
place to raise our kids. We grew 
up in a small city ... so was 


Greenbelt. You, as Greenbelt 


citizens, have always been active 
within the community, and you 
extended to us an opportunity to 
serve on committees and boards 
with you ... to get to know you 
and love you, and appreciate 
what you offered us: a commu- 
nity where we could shop, and 
read and play together. We 
shared your values. 

I thought you might be inter- 
ested to read an “inside-outside” 
opinion of the Parkside situation. 
If I still lived in Greenbelt, I 
would surely vote to include it in 
the city. Why? 

In the ‘50s when I was in col- 
lege I learned there would even- 
tually be a megalopolis that ex- 
tended along the coastal regions 
from the north in Boston, through 
Washington and likely further 
south than Richmond. This is 
happening, and here we are, right 
in the middle. Let us be for- 
ward-looking and, accepting the 
inevitable, include the growing 
number of people among us. Be- 
cause of the projected growth of 
this megalopolis, without this ac- 
ceptance Greenbelt will lose its 
current appeal to the future ho- 
meowner market. 

These are the reasons I would 
vote to annex Parkside: 

1. Parkside offers the commu- 
nity better housing than anywhere 
else in the city right now. 

2. Your city planner states 
that the city services would not 
be strained, but in fact the city 
would show a small profit, 
through tax revenues. 

3. The Parkside residents are 
eager to join the city, where they 
would enjoy not only the city ser- 
vices, but also the recreation fa- 
cilities, the library, and the new 
city center. | 

4. The citizens there would 
be an asset to the city. It might 
take some effort on the part of 
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“inner-core” residents to encour- 
age participation in service to the 
community — yes. But the resi- 
dents would also be a resource 
— for coaches, players, commit- 
tee members, officers, shoppers, 
diners, and so forth. 

5. The type of development 
in Parkside is like many planned, 
and new, developments: nice 
housing with smaller yards to 
maintain. There is storage space 
and safer streets for residents. 
The development answers the 
needs for families where both 
adults are employed. Most of the 
new developments under con- 
struction are like this one — 
found all around the metropolitan 
area. 

To compare oranges with 
apples, many homes in the core 
of Greenbelt are teeny-tiny, with 
teeny-tiny yards to match. Some 
have larger yards and some don't. 
In Greenbelt, there is off-street 
parking but few garages; a few 
homes have ample storage space, 
but many others don’t. Some 
homes in Greenbelt offer some of 
these things, but none of them 
offer everything that is found in 
Parkside — brand new homes, 
large and airy, with smaller yards, 
and two-car garages. (I am sure 
there is more than one toilet per 
house. That’s about all that the 
oldest houses in Greenbelt have 
to offer in the way of bathroom 
facilities.) If we are really for- 
ward thinking citizens, we will 
recognize that we need more, not 
less, of this — surely not none at 
all. 


If Greenbelt could offer my _ 


husband and me what we have at 
Westchester Towers, we would be 
your fellow residents once again. 
But, until Greenbelt can offer us 
a rental apartment, with large 
rooms, two or three ample bed- 
rooms, possibly with two whole 
bathrooms, lots of storage space 
(within the apartment itself), and 
large balconies, some with lovely 
views, we'll stay where we are 
— and we will continue missing 
Greenbelt. 

If Greenbelt is to continue to 
thrive, you, as its citizens, need 
to accept the growth in numbers 
and the developments that accom- 
pany it. Change is hard for ev- 
eryone to adjust to, but refusing 
to accept it affects the entire area 
around us and may cause harm to 
the future of the community we 
know and love, 

As for the “Welcome to 
Riverdale” sign, it is obviously 
located in the wrong place en- 
tirely. It is currently located right 
beside Greenbelt Park. That is 
not in Riverdale either!

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Residents Complain of Poor 
Quality Work on New Homes

Poor quality and workmanship 
describes the numerous com- 
plaints from residents of the 
Lakes of Greenbelt Village 
(LGB), against the builder, Foun- 
dation Properties, Inc., during a 
city council worksession on Octo- 
ber 5. 

Residents of the condominium/ 
townhouse development located 
on Hanover Parkway in Greenbelt 


East, complained of the quality of 


construction, customer service, 
and misleading information from 
the builder, since settling on their 
property in the Fall of 1997. 
Since February of this year, 
written complaints from the resi- 
dents were received by the Office 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment, prompting city staff to 
meet with the builder to discuss 
the growing number of com- 
plaints. Upon investigation, city 
staff discovered numerous code 
violations and construction prob- 


lems with the development of 


LGV. Celia W. Craze, Planning 
and Community Development di- 
rector, recorded the problems on 
videotape and presented them to

the city council and residents -dur- 
ing the worksession. 

Among the problems pin- 
pointed on the video were. poor 
workmanship in the completion 
of units, townhouses and condo- 
minium buildings, that posed 
health, safety and fire code viola- 
tions; and deviations from site 
plans. Also discussed during the 
meeting were issues involving 
failure to begin construction on 
garages; failure to provide cable 
service as contracted; and poor 
response to tenant and home- 
owner complaints. 

“IT have never seen such 
sloppy and shoddy workman- 
ship,” said Audrey Scott, Prince 
George’s County councilmember, 
who was present at the meeting. 
“There is not a_ single 
councilmember that will condone 
or tolerate this...,” and “I will 
support a stoppage of work or- 
der.” 

Some residents seemed sur- 
prised at the poor quality of work 
shown tn the condominium build- 
ings, and one commented, “we 
haven't even seen the townhomes 
yet.” But according to one

the videotape were no surprise to 
her, as she had had over 20 prob- 
lems since purchasing her home, 
one in which the deck fell off her 
townhome days after moving in. 

The developer “shouldn’t be al- 
lowed to sell these buildings with 
defects,” said city councilmember 
Rodney Roberts. “All sales should 
be halted immediately.” 

But when the president of 
Foundation Properties, Inc., Will- 


iam Fleischer, was asked to re- 
spond to the complaints, he stated 
that many “accusations” and “in- 
nuendos” were false. He added 
that he had not been notified of 
the agenda so that he could have 
prepared himself or at least 
viewed the videotape.

and code violations, they believed 
that the developer would not vol-

Councilmember Roberts asked,

commented “we’re never without 
authority,” adding that the city had 
“stopped work on sites before, if 
that’s what we’ll have to do.”

with the abuser. With a com- 
munity oriented approach, when 
police see signs of obvious 
abuse, the abuser is arrested and 
the victim is referred to commu- 
nity social service agencies. 

The incidence of abuse calls 
goes down because the abuser 
has been held accountable and 
the victim has gotten usable help. 
Police find they are not. repeat- 
edly going back to the same ad- 
dress for the same problem, 
which frees them to handle other 
matters. 

Community oriented policing 
involves police working with and 
talking to people in the commu- 
nity to solve problems. With 
this approach, the policeman be- 
comes more human, more than a 
badge. A partnership is forged 
which helps the police and com- 
munity act as one. People really 
do become the eyes and ears of 
the police department. In answer 
to the opening question, yes, 
mail carriers are the number one 
source of tips. 

Stress 

Police officers have a shorter 
life expectancy than the general 
public. According to 1996 data, 
it is 59 years for police, 76 for 
males in general, and 82 for fe- 
males. Police officers who retire 
after 25 years of service have a 
shorter life expectancy than offic- 
ers who retire after 20 years. 
This is attributed to five extra 
years’ accumulation of stress. 

While police face the same 
life stressors the average person 


faces, such as family or personal 
problems and the need to con- 
tinually adjust to shift work, the 
nature of police work brings ad- 
ditional stress. The types of 
calls, such as homicides and traf- 
fic fatalities — sometimes in- 
volving children — take their 
toll on an officer. Another stress 
is leniency within the court sys- 
tem, which sometimes seems to 
favor the criminal. Years of 
“false alarms,” instead of being a 
relief, actually are harmful. 

When the alert goes out with 
an emergency call, adrenalin 
flows, causing physiological 
changes in the body over which 
the officer has no voluntary con- 
trol. The body is at a height- 
ened state of alert ready to do 
battle. If the call is canceled or 
the officer gets there and finds it 
was a false alarm, there is no re- 
lease valve for the heightened 
state of alert the body had gen- 
erated to handle the emergency. 
Such stress takes its toll on the 
officer over the length of his or 
her career. 

Counseling is mandatory for 
any officer involved with a 
shooting. Counseling for other 
matters is also available through 
employee assistance programs, 
just as for any city employee. 

Police officers who marry be- 
fore joining the force experience 
higher divorce rates than officers 
who get married after joining the 
force. If the marriage took place 
after joining the ‘force, both 
spouses were aware of stresses

with the class about the role of 
his department in the criminal 
justice system. English common 
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law gives the state the right to 
investigate and prosecute all 
crimes within the state. In 
Maryland, this right is delegated 
to each county. In Prince 
George’s County, there are one 
State’s attorney, two deputy 
state’s attorneys, and 59 assistant 
State’s attorneys. All have the 
power to bring or dismiss crimi- 
nal charges. 

Interesting things learned by 
the class are: The state’s attor- 
ney is the only person who can 
authorize a wiretap. With do- 
mestic abuse, the marital right of 
the victim not to testify can be 
used only once per lifetime per 
defendant. Prince George’s 
County has the highest vehicular 
homicide rate in the state — due 
mostly to speeding and running 
red lights. 

The state’s attorney decides 
whether or not to pursue > 
death penalty. If pursued, 
must be filed a minimum of one 
month before the trial so the de- 
fense has time to prepare, In 
addition, the “Death Penalty 
Memo” is given directly to the 
defendant, not to his or her attor- 
ney. 

Later in this series will be a 
discussion of the court system.

vantage than the county does 
now. Stories now are mostly 
negative. He also commented 
that if the student test scores 
were analyzed by race, it would 
be apparent that both the white 
students and black students are 
in the upper echelons of their 
respective races in the state. He 
wanted to know if the candi- 
dates would publish race data. 


Both Henderson and Calvo re- _ oN 


sponded that they would use 
public relations better, with 
Calvo stating that he feels there 
is no contact between the com- 
munities and the Board of Edu- 
cation press officer. However, 
neither specifically responded to 
_ the question about publishing 
data by race. 

Marie Sherrett, president, 
Prince George’s County Chap- 
ter, Autism Society of America, 
had a question about special 
education and “inclusion” which 
she indicated is coming to the 
county schools. This concept is 
the inclusion of special educa- 
tion students in the general 
classroom, Sherrett’s concern is 
that if special students don’t get 
all their required services now; 
how will they fare in the gen- 
eral classroom. Both candidates 
indicated that they needed to 
learn more about this issue be- 
fore responding in detail; how- 
ever, Calvo commented that the 
county’s special education ac- 
tivities used to be a model sys- 
tem. Henderson indicated that 
he is in favor of inclusion, in 
general, but that it isn’t always 
advantageous to the special edu- 
cation student. In addition, the 
school system must maintain 
quality education for all stu- 
dents. 

Jan Sullivan who works with 
the County Infants and Toddler 
program brought up the issue of 
low funding for this program 
which seeks to identify at-risk 
children before they reach 
school age. She questioned 
whether the candidates had 
heard of this program and 
would they support increased 
funding for it. Again both can- 
didates indicated that they were 
not particularly familiar with 
this program, but would wel- 
come more information if 





_dents a mixed signal. 


elected. Sullivan was not sur- 
prised that none of the candi- 
dates had heard of the program. 

The next questions came from 
Andressa Carter, ERHS Student 
Government Association secre- 
tary. The French Immersion 
Program has been established at 
Greenbelt Middle School with 
approximately thirty students per 
grade. The first group is now 
graduating and will be assigned 
to Central High next year, but 
students want to be assigned to 
ERHS. ERHS students are 
sending a recommendation to the 
school board through Derrick 
Plummer, the county’s student 
representative on the school 
board and an ERHS student, that 
these students be allowed to at- 
tend ERHS. Both candidates 
felt that they would be in favor 
of adding this small number of 
students to ERHS. (However, no 
mention was made of the poten- 
tial need for special teachers 
able to teach subjects in French.) 

Carter also questioned the 
current school board’s decision 
not to wire temporary classrooms

for the Internet. Henderson in- 
dicated that he is not sure of the 
cost, but that certainly the need 
is there. Calvo stated that if 
temporary classrooms are being 
used for an extended period of 
time, they should be wired just 
as regular classrooms. 

One questioner asked how 
can teachers teach when they 
cannot get disruptive students 
out of the classroom. Calvo 
commented on how you can 
feel. the atmosphere of a 
school when you walk in. 
Principals shouldn’t send stu- 
Do not 
move children ahead who 
haven’t learned at the current 
grade level. Also, the teachers 
have to get the benefit of the 
doubt when it comes to han- 
dling disruptive students. 

Discipline 

Henderson indicated that “dis- 
cipline begins at home” and that 
is why the system must work on 
getting parents involved. He 
also described a system used by 
Frederick County which has es- 
tablished an alternative school, 
run by a non-profit organization, 
where expelled students are sent 
to school. They are expelled 
from the public school, but are 
still in a learning atmosphere. 

Greenbelter Tom Simon re- 
ferred to an interest by Riverdale 
Elementary in becoming a char- 
ter school and wondered how 
the candidates felt about the is- 
sue of charter schools. Calvo 


indicated that there is a State of 
Maryland Task Force looking 
into the issue of charter schools 
but it has not released its report 
yet. He supports a mild form of 
charter, using a community board

Candidate Profiles 

The candidates for this non- 
partisan position are profiled 
below in alphabetic order, 

Cheye Calvo 

Cheye (pronounced Shay) 
Calvo is a life-long county resi- 
dent, attending Greenbelt Middle 
School and graduating from 
Parkdale Afgh School. 
ceived a BA from the University 
of Wyoming and is currently 
working on his Ph.D. in history. 
He also works as an independent 
contractor. Calvo has served as 
an aide to Prince George’s 
County Councilwoman Audrey 
Scott, served on a Task Force on 
Education Funding, and was a 
member of the Municipal Tax 
Differential Task Force. He in- 
dicated that he has worked with 
the County Council of PTAs and 
the Prince George’s County Mu- 
nicipal Association. Although 
Calvo has no children, he stated 
he is very concerned about edu- 
cation in the county and that he 
supports spending a larger pro- 
portion of school budget funds 
in the classroom. He stated, 
“My message is simple — 
teaching first!” 

James (Jim) Henderson 

James (Jim) Henderson, a 
resident of Seabrook, is a re- 


tired Air Force major, with a 


Distinguished Flying Cross. He 
has an MBA from Southeastern 
University and an MA in East 
Asian History from the Univer- 
sity of Washington. His earlier 
career included being an assis- 
tant professor at the U.S. Air 
Force Academy. 

In the local area, Henderson 
was on the Executive PTA 
Board of DuVal High School 
and a founding president of 
DuVal’s Student Support Com- 
mittee. He was Hyattsville’s as- 
sistant city administrator, and 
has held a number of other com- 
munity positions. Henderson 
has indicated that his campaign 
theme is “Education: A Partner- 
ship for Success” and his goal is 
to engage all facets of the com- 
munity in this partnership. “A 
viable community is only as 
strong as its educational system.”

60% (the highest rate al- 
lowed by the state) to 50%. 
About the only contested race 
in the county is for the office 
of Sheriff, where Democrat 
Alonzo Black and Republican 
Karen Kirsch Griffith are vying 
for the post vacated earlier this 
year by James Aluisi (D). 
Black, an attorney with 30 
years of law enforcement expe- 
rience, is heavily favored to 
win the seat over Griffith, who 
is currently a deputy sheriff in 
the department. 

School Board 

Lastly, Greenbelters will be 
choosing a new representative 
for the Prince George’s Board 
of Education, District 2. After 
three terms, long-time school 
board member Suzanne 
Plogman has stepped down to 
spend more time with her fam- 
ily. In this nonpartisan con- 
test, two candidates with very 
different backgrounds are seek- 
ing the post. Greenbelt Road 
resident Cheye Calvo, former 
legislative assistant to 
Councilmember Audrey Scott, 
supports neighborhood schools, 
as’ well as community charter 
schools, and advocates spend- 
ing 60% of the school budget 
in the classroom. Calvo would 
reduce class size by hiring 
more teachers, and supports in- 
creasing teachers’ pay. 

‘Financial planner James 
Henderson of Seabrook stresses 
school curriculum, teacher de- 
velopment and salary, and 
safety. Henderson also sup- 
ports redrawing school districts 
so that children can attend 
their neighborhood schools and 
advocates revising TRIM, with 
all tax increases earmarked 
solely for education. This race 
is expected to be close. (See 
separate story.) 


Ballot Questions 


Involve Bond Funds 


Besides choosing among the 
list of candidates for State and 
County offices, voters this year 
will be faced with seven dif- 
ferent ballot questions. Two 
of these would change the 
State. constitution; the other 
five are specific to voters in 
Prince George’s County. 

The first of the two State- 
wide questions, if approved, 
would change the constitution 
to raise the minimum amount 
in civil controversy (generally 
the amount of monetary dam- 
ages claimed) from $5,000 to 
$10,000 before a litigant can 
request a jury trial. 

Question #2 applies only to 
Montgomery and Howard 
Counties, although all State 
voters must approve it. It per- 
mits retired circuit court 
judges in those two counties to 
be assigned to perform as 
judges of the Orphans Court. 

The five County questions 
involve authorizing maximum 
amounts that the County may 
borrow and issue bonds for 
specific purposes involving site 
acquisitions and the construc- 
tion, renovation, enlargement 
or repair of buildings and fa- 
cilities under County jurisdic- 
tion. These are as follows: 

Question A—authorizing a 
bond issue not to exceed $6 
million for County buildings; 

Question B—authorizing a 
bond issue not to exceed 
$57,176,000 for Public Works 
and Transportation facilities; 

Question C—authorizing a 
bond issue not to exceed 
$1,807,000 for library facili- 
ties; ; 
Question D—authorizing a 
bond issue up to $2,148,000 
for Prince George’s Commu-: 
nity College facilities; | 

Question E—authorizing a 
bond issue up to $3,790,000 
for public safety facilities, in- 
cluding those belonging to fire 
departments and the Depart- 
ment of Corrections.

number of defectors from the 
Democratic party, her workers 
seem to be more visible and 
enthusiastic, and her large, 
bright yellow campaign signs 
cause adjacent Glendening signs 
to fade into the background. 
Glendening’s campaign has ex- 
perienced some glitches. A 
major problem has been the 
lack of enthusiastic support 
from Baltimore Mayor Kurt 
Schmoke and Prince George’s 
County Executive Wayne Curry, 
leaders of the two jurisdictions 
providing the governor his 
strongest support in 1994. Dur- 
ing the final days of the cam- 
paign, Curry and Schmoke have 
been out on the hustings drum- 
ming up support for 
Glendening. Glendening’s rejec- 
tion and reinstatement of Presi- 
dent Clinton’s personal efforts 
in support of his campaign, his 
changing position regarding the 
ICC, and his professorial man- 
ner have hindered his campaign. 

Sull, Glendening has a lot 
going for him, including his 
improved name recognition 
from being governor, a healthy 


state economy that favors in- - 


cumbents over challengers, 
many more Democratic than 
Republican registered voters, a 
charismatic and popular Lieu- 
tenant Governor, Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend, and appar- 
ently more funds to spend. 

However, in the last days of 
the campaign, the Republican 
National Committee has been 
heavily financing ads attacking 
Glendening. 

Sauerbrey’s running mate is 
Richard Bennett. The candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor is a 
former United States Attorney 
for Maryland. 

Other State Offices 

For the first time in most 
people’s lifetimes, Maryland 
voters will be electing a new 
State Comptroller, an office 
held since 1958 by the late 
Louis Goldstein. Keeper of 
state monies, chief tax collector 
and a voting member of the 
Board of Public Works which 
approves all significant state 
purchases and contracts, the 
State Comptroller is the second 
most powerful statewide elected 
officeholder. 

Running on the Democratic 
side is the still popular former 
governor and Baltimore mayor, 
William Donald Schaefer, who 
now is comptroller on an in- 
terim appointment. 

The excitement in this race 
apparently occurred in the pri- 
mary when Larry M. Epstein, a 
Baltimore County accountant 
who ran and lost in 1994, won 
the Republican primary by 
eight votes. Epstein is not ex- 
pected to do as well in the gen- 
eral election, where Schaefer is 
expected to win easily.

Violators Cited

Area police departments 
ticketed 5,527 motorists during 
Back to School, a four-week 
intensive traffic safety cam- 
paign to protect children. The 
annual campaign, sponsored by 
the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
police chiefs, is focused on 
motorists violating school bus 
or school zone driving laws. 
The endorsement effort in- 
cluded increased patrols in 
school zones and,along bus 
routes. 

During the September 8 - 
September 25 campaign, police 
ticketed 5,362 motorists for 
speeding in school zones and 
another 165 for passing stopped 
school buses. Overall, the 
number of citations decreased, 
from 6,718 in. 1997 to 5,527 in 
1998. Citations in Prince 
George’s County are as fol- 
lows: 105 violations of speed- 
ing in school zones and 11 vio- 
lations passing school buses.
